Pea became badly muddled 
on cross-examination, however, 
and admitted that he had drunk 
a quantity of “Lini-Rub,” which 
has an alcoholic content, before 
he purchased the liquor from 
Clevenger. 
He couldn’t remember wheth­ 
er the liquor was purchased in 
the morning or afternoon but 
said he and Clevenger had both 
taken several drinks from the 
“Lini-Rub” bottle and then had 
both drunk the liquor. His tes­ 
timony was confusing and on re­ 
direct examination he said that 
he had signed an alleged con­ 
fession on “January the 32nd.” 
After the state rested, Judge 
Craig told the jury that the 
court could not tolerate such a 
weak case which had no sub­ 
stantial evidence back of it. He 
appointed A. C. Archey as fore­ 
man and instructed the jurymen 
to bring in a verdict of not guil­ 
ty.

New York, April 20—(A.P.)— 
Optimism as to business was ex ­ 
pressed today by Walter S. Gif­ 
ford, president of the American 
Telephone and Telegraph com­ 
pany , speaking at the annual 
luncheon of the Associated Press. 
‘ I want to reaffirm my faith in 
the continued progress of our 
country , in the common sense 
and ability of its people,” he said, 
“ in short, I want to reaffirm my 
J aith in American Democracy - 
political, social and economic— 
and to add that the ex periences 
of this depression hav e done 
more to confirm this faith than 
the ex periences of the boom that 
preceded it. 
“ As our industrial dev elopment 
proceeded we hav e added to po­ 
litical freedom and intellectual 
freedom, freedom from economic 
want as one of our Democratic 
objectiv es. I know that there are 
right now sev eral million men 
and women who want to work but 
are unemploy ed in this country . 
But as bitter a picture as that 
is, it does not change the fact 
that our industrial civ ilization 
has brought us within sight of a 
democracy of well-being, and has 
cry stallized our intention to see 
it accomplished. 
•'pefore machines- added to 
Man’s ability to produce, the cy ­ 
cles of depression were caused by 
under-production. 
Years 
came 
when there was not enough to go 
around—when people died of 
cold, hunger and disease in such 
numbers that the world accepted 
Malthus’ theory . The condition 
of hav ing people out of work in a 
country that has more of ev ery ­ 
thing than it needs is, humanly 
speaking, a v ast adv ance ov er 
hav ing people without clothes, 
food or shelter in a country that 
has not enough of the essentials 
to go around. 
“ In my opinion there is no use 
looking for any Napoleons to lead 
us on to economic Austerlitz or 
to Waterloo. 
“ We are going to go forward 
out of this v alley as we hav e from 
others before by the Democratic 
road—by the thought and ef­ 
forts of thousands of intelligent 
able people—by the wisdom of 
the many . 
“ Whose depression is this? If. 
as has been said, a fundamental 
cause of it is greed, who are they 


picture? This is a democracy of 
blame as well as opportunity . We 
were all in it—flapper, financier, 
newspaperman and manufactur­ 
ers, laborers and politicians. 
“ We hav e with us those who 
want to return to the good old 
times. They are of the order of 
the Wufus birds. As y ou know 
these interesting birds fly back­ 
ward to keep the wind out of 
their ey es and they are not inter­ 
ested in where they are going, 
but only in where they hav e 
been. 
“ And then there are those who 
shout from the housetops that if 
we do not take their particular 
medicine the bolshev iks will get 
us. These folks, unlike the Wufus 
birds, want to go somewhere. 
They want us to progress but 
they want us to progress from 
terror rather than by conv iction. 
These people are wrong. 
“ Neither our ambitions nor our 
imaginations are dead and we in­ 
tend to go much further forward 
from where we are now or ev en 
from where we were just before 
this depression, and we shall d° 
it by our own particular meth­ 
ods. 
“ Are we getting any where? I 
think so. 
“ We like to see wage scales 
maintained —we are co mmitted 
to the theory o f a high standard 
of liv ing for all. In no o ther cy ­ 
cle of this kind hav e wages ev er 
been maintained as they hav e in 
this. It is tru e all wage scales 
hav e not been maintained. Al­ 
though

wages would be eq u iv alent to a 
large increase if co mmo dity p ric­ 
es and the co st of liv ing sho u ld

OLD DOBBIN DISAPPEARS 
How rap idly the horse is vanishing from the 
American scene can be fully ap p reciated when 
we realize that, in twelve y ears, more than one- 
third of all the horses in the United States have 
p assed out of ex istence and have not been re­ 
p laced. The y ear 1918 was the banner y ear for 
the horse. From about 10,000,000 horses in 1880 
the number multip lied throug h thirty -eig ht y ears 
until, in 1918, it reached the hig h p eak of 21,- 
550,000. 
Since then the rep lacement of the horse by 
motor vehicles has been rap id. The latest g ov­ 
ernment fig ures p lace the total at around 13,- 
000,000 Another ten y ears may see this reduced 
by half and p robably will. 
The horse’s career in America has been a short 
one. There were no horses or other beasts of bur­ 
den known to the Indians of North America, 
thoug h in South America the natives had tamed 
the llama to carry their loads. 
The Sp anish conquistadores broug ht horses 
with them, many of which broke loose and ran 
wild. They multip lied rap idly in the fastnesses 
of the southwestern wilderness, and the Indians 
of the g reat p lains sp eedily learned to break and 
use them. But a scant 400 y ears, down to now, 
covers the history of the horse on this continent. 
There are still a few horses left in the big 


cities. They are, so far, more economical than 
motors for house to house deliveries, of milk, p ar­ 
cel p ost and ex p ress m atter. But the increasing 
cost of their maintenance is g radually causing 
even these uses to be rep laced by motors. 
The mule is g aining on the horse. He is more 
efficient, eats less and works harder. In the p er­ 
iod during which the horse p op ulation fell off by 
one-third the mule census showed an increase 
of nearly 20 p er cent. However, this increase 
has now slackened. There are fewer mules in 
use now than there were in 1924, when these 
useful hy brids numbered 5,7 30,000. 
In the p eriod from 1920 to 1930 the number of 
beef cattle has drop p ed from above 47 ,000,000 to 
under 33,000,000. We are eating less beef. But 
while we are drinking more milk, eating more 
butter and cheese, the number of milch cows 
remains about as it has been for nearly twenty 
y ears—around 22,000,000. They are better cows, 
however, g iving more milk on less fodder and the 
tendency is to increase their number and quality . 
Time was, not long ag o, when almost any sort 
of a horse was worth $100, an ordinary mule 
around $125 and a p retty fair cow could be 
boug ht for $7 5. The Kansas state ag ricultural 
dep artment fig ures the averag e values in Kansas 
today as $50 for a horse, $7 0 for a mule and $82 
for a cow—taking them just as they run.

(A.P.)—Tobacco fed to baby 
chicks is making them into big- 
ger and better broilers at the 
Pennsylvania State .college. 


This same nicotine diet, in the 


fully grown old fowl, makes 
healthier hens and roosters— 
and, what is more, may emanci- 
pate their farm owners from hav- 
ing to keep them so closely 
watched for 1'ear of a parasitical 
infection that chickens may pick 
up when economically foraging 
for their own food. 


A high percentage of nicotine 


in tobacco is the secret of the ef- 
fectiveness of the Penn State to- 
bacco diet. The value of tobacco 
as a vermicidal agent in chicken 
feed has been recognized for 
years, but sometimes its use has 
yielded uncertain results. It is 
likely to make hens ill, some 
being more susceptible than oth- 
ers.Suspecting that the harm may 
come from other tobacco ingredi- 
ents than nicotine, Dr. J. E. 
Hunter and Dr. D. E. Haley of the 
department of agricultural and 
biological chemistry, have been 
feeding tobacco rich in nicotine, I 
a diet with less tobacco, but a 
bigger "kick." 


The material is made by grind- 


ing the whole tobacco plant. The 
most successful brand is a plant, 
Nicotiana Rustica, 
containing 


five per cent or more of nicotine. 
Tobacco with barely one per 
cent of nicotine has "decidedly 
harmful" results on chickens, 
the details of which the scien- 
tists promise to publish later.

Washington, April 20— (A.P.) 


—Revolution nas burst forth 
again in Central America, this 
time in Honduras. 


Its Nicaraguan difficulties as 


yet unsettled, the United States 
today met a new problem on the 
north coast of Honduras. Revo- 
lutionary forces under General 
Gregorio Ferrara, a former min- 
ister of war, were reported ad- 
vancing toward the country's 
four most important seaports. 


To protect American lives, the 


United States immediately dis- 
patched three fighting vessels to 
Honduras. The cruisers Trenton 
and Marblehead were ordered 
from Guantanamo, Cuba, base 
of the scouting fleet, to Trujillo 
and Puerto Cortez, respective- 
ly. Another cruiser—the Mem- 
phis—left Puerto Cabazes, Nic- 
aragua, on a schedule which put 
her on La Ceiba, Honduras, at 
8 a. m. today. 


Trujillo, which has a popula- 


tion of about 4,000, is in almost 
the exact center of the north- 
ern coast. About 60 miles" west 
is La Ceiba, which boasts 10,000

A radio dispatch from Tegu- 


cigalpa, capital, said the Tela 
assault was repelled after se- 
vere fighting. The number of 
casualties was not known. 


So far the trouble had not 


spread to Tegucigalpa.' It is in 
the interior and separated from 
the threatened ports by moun- 
tains. It was believed the revo- 
lutionists would attempt to ob- 
tain control of the ports before 
advancing on Tegucigalpa. Unit- 
ed States minister Julius G. Lay 
officially reported the uprising 
had begun on Saturday, insurg-r 
ents apparently intending to 
center their initial efforts along 
the coast.

ana cattle feeders will meet at 
Purdue University on ,Priday. 
April 24, in the annual spring 
meeting of the Indiana Cattle 
Feeders Association, called by 
the president, Granville Moody, 
Jr., of Rensselaer. The results 
of three years of breeding trials 
on western steers will be review- 
ed by Prof. F. G. King; head of 
the animal husbandry depart- 
ment of Purdue. For the past 
three years, the Purdue men 
have compared the values of 
oats and corn as feed for fat- 
tening steers, and have conduct- 
ed another set of experiments 
comparing different ways of pre- 
paring oats. A crowd of 250 
steer feeders from all parts of 
Indiana were present last fall 
when the animals to be used in 
the experiment were started on 
feed, and most of these men and 
others are expected to return to 
see the results of the 160 days 
feeding. 


A short speaking program will 


be held following the inspection 
of the cattle. F. M. Modisett, of 
Logansport, will talk on raising 
and feeding beef calves; Prof. 
H. P. Rusk, head of the animal 
husbandry department of the 
University of Illinois, will talk on 
feeding calves for summer and 
fall markets.

MEDICAL GROUP 


RAPS THEORIES 
ABOUT MAD DOGS 


Indianapolis, April. 19— (AP)— 


Declaring that many popular 
opinions about mad dogs are 
erroneous and some of them 
nothing more than 
supersti- 


tions, the Indiana State Medical 
Association today issued a state- 
ment seeking to acquaint lay- 
men on the subject. 


••Rabies," the statement said, 


-is caused by a living germ, con- 
veyed in the saliva of the rabid 
dog or animal. Dogs are not the 
only rabid animals. 


••The part of the body in which 


the germ grows and multiplies 
is the central nervous system. It 
grows particularly in the nerve 
cells of the brain and spinal 
cord, reaching these parts by 
traveling 
upwards along 
the 


nerve trunks. 
-It is commonly believed that 


the disease is prevalent only in 
summer, during 'dog days' but 
there may be quite as much of 
it in April or at any other time 
of the year as in August. 


••Another mistaken idea, real- 


ly a superstition, is that a mad- 
stone will prevent development 
of rabies, if applied within a few 
hours after the bite. The bu- 
reau advises you not to put any 
faith in a 'madstone' if you 
should be so unfortunate as to 
be bitten by a mad dog, but to 
hasten to a reputable physician 
and receive the Pasteur treat- 
ment. 
. -Rabies is the same disease, 
whether it occurs in man or in 
one of the lower animals. There 
are two forms of the same dis- 
ease in dogs, the furious type 
and the -mute or dumb type. 


-If the animal is killed in the 


early stages of rabies it is im- 
possible even in the more care- 
ful laboratory examination of 
the brain to diagnose the case 
definitely. If confined and the 
dog remains well for two weeks 
then heis not mad and the bit- 
ten person is in no danger of 
hydrophobia. If the dog be- 
comes sick and dies or is killed 
while sick, the head should be 
sent to the nearest laboratory. 


"All bites should be cauter- 


ized as soon as possible. 
After 


the cauterization the patient 
should 
receive the 
Pasteur 


treatment if the dog is mad."

port ships that will .cruise at 250

of mechanism—the propeller- 
has been developed, Capt. Carl 
Squief, speed plane builder, be- 
lieves. And the time, he adds, is 
not far off. 
The present speed of airplanes, 


he says, has been reached by 
streamlining and the develop- 
ment of powerful motors. 


"Right now we can go no fur- 


ther. We have built a ship so 
streamlined that at a speed of 
slightly more than 200 miles an 
lour the plane actually catches 
up with the motor and coasts 
;hrough the air. 


"The motor is turning at tre- 


mendous speed, but it cannot 
;et away from the ship and pull 
_t faster. When the propeller is 
developed this ship we have now 
will cruise at 250 miles an hour 
over long distances." 


The propeller that will accom- 


plish this has been put through 
a limited number of experi- 
ments. 


The ultimate development of 


it will be, Squier believes: 


"In flight, a pilot will be able 


to change the pitch of the pro-

New York, April 20—(A.P.)— 


Optimism as to business was ex- 
pressed today by Walter S. Gif- 
ford, president of the American 
Telephone and Telegraph com- 
pany, speaking at the annual 
luncheon of the Associated Press. 


-I want to reaffirm my faith in 


the continued progress of our 
country, in the . common sense 
and ability of its people," he said, 
"in short, I want to reaffirm my 
.faith in American Democracy— 
political, social and economic— 
and to add that the.experiences 
of this depression have done 
more to confirm this faith than 
the experiences of the boom that 
preceded it. 


"As our industrial development 


proceeded we have added to po- 
litical freedom and intellectual 
freedom, freedom from economic 
want as one of our Democratic 
objectives. I know that there are 
right now several million men 
and women who want to work but 
are unemployed in this country. 
But as bitter a picture as that 
is, it does not change the fact 
that our industrial civilization 
has brought us within sight of a 


"And then there are those who 


shout from the housetops that if 
we do not take their particular 
medicine the bolsheviks will get 
us. These folks, unlike the Wufus 
Jirds, want to go somewhere.

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OLD DOBBIN DISAPPEARS 


How rapidly the horse is vanishing from the 


American scene can be fully appreciated when 
we realize that, in twelve years, more than one- 
third of all the horses in the United States have 
passed out of existence and have not been re- 
placed. The year 1918 was the banner year for 
the horse. Prom about 10,000,000 horses in 1880 
the number multiplied through thirty-eight years 
until, in 1918, it reached the high peak of 21,- 
550..000. 


Since then the replacement of the horse by 


motor vehicles has been rapid. The latest gov- 
ernment figures place the total at around 13,- 
000,000 Another ten years may see this reduced 
by half and probably will. 


The horse's career in America has been a short 


one. There were no horses or other beasts of bur- 
den known to the Indians of North America, 
though in South America the natives had tamed 
the llama to carry their loads. 


The Spanish conquistadores brought horses 


with them, many of which broke loose and ran 
wild. They multiplied rapidly in the fastnesses 
of the southwestern wilderness, and the Indians 
of the great plains speedily learned to break and 
use them. But a scant 400 years, down to now, 
covers the history of the horse on this continent. 


There are still a few horses left in the big 


cities. They are, so far, more economical than 
motors for house to house deliveries, of milk, par- 
cel post and express matter. But the increasing 
cost of their maintenance is gradually causing 
even these uses to be replaced by motors. 


The mule is gaining on the horse. He is more 


efficient, eats less and works harder. In the per- 
iod during which the horse population fell off by 
one-third the mule census showed an increase 
of nearly 20 per cent. However, this increase 
has now slackened. There are fewer mules in 
use now than there were in 1924, when these 
useful hybrids numbered 5,730,000. 


In the period from 1920 to 1930 the number of 


beef cattle has dropped from above 47,000,000 to 
under 33,000,000. We are eating less beef. But 
while we are drinking more milk, eating more 
butter and cheese, the number of milch cows 
remains about as it has been for nearly twenty 
years—around 22,000,000. They are better cows, 
however, giving more milk on less fodder and the 
tendency is to increase their number and quality. 


Time was, not long ago, when almost any sort 


of a horse was worth $100, an ordinary mule 
around $125 and a pretty fair cow could be 
bought for $75. The Kansas state agricultural 
department figures the average values in Kansas 
today as $50 for a horse, $70 for a mule and $82 
for a cow—taking them just as they run.
